“Cham pion Corn Grow er of Texas. 
167'/2 Bu sh ed on One Acre. 
Alford Branch is a wide-awake farm­ 
er boy living at Overton. Rusk County, 
Texas, who, by careful preparation of 
his land In the fall of 1911, so that it 
was in condition for the winter rains 
to sink in and to be stored tor the 
use of the plant during the following 
leason: 
who carefully selected the 
test seed-corn that was grown in his 
section and by shallow and constant 
cultivation from the time the corn was 
a few inches high until it was actually 
mature, not only kept it free from 
weeds, but kept the surface for an

This young man broke his land in 
the early winter with a two-horse’ 
plow’, cutting about six inches deep;

and formed a reservoir to hold the 
moisture as well as to aerate the land 
and make more plant-food available. 
He used five hundred pounds of com­ 
mercial fertilizer that had been recom­ 
mended by a reliable house as best 
adapted to the successful growth of 
corn upon his black, sandy land, which 
had been in grass for a number of 
years and had an ample supply of 
humus. 
He used seed-corn that was 
popular in his neighborhood, known 
as the “Bloody Butcher.”

Months In Year to Forge Ahead of 
His Competitor.

Thomas J. Balmer, dean of advertis­ 
ing men in the United States, was the 
guest of the Denver Ad. club at lunch­ 
eon at the Albany hotel the other 
day. 
He spoke on the “Past, Present 
and Future of Advertising.’’ 
“I notice,” said Mr. Baluw&r in his in­ 
troductory sentence, “that J am re­ 
ferred to as the ‘dean of advertising 
men.' 
I want to say to you now that 
there never has and never will be a 
dean of advertising men.’ 
Adwertis- 
ing is a business in which there is 
no room for a ‘dean.’ It is a profes­ 
sion in wh!ch everybody is constantly 
forging to the front. 
They are press­ 
ing forward so rapidly that no man 
can rem ain in the van long enough to 
be a captain. 
“Advertising is a difficult game. 
It 
has gone through more 
vicissitudes 
from its very beginning probably than 
any other profession. 
Those in it suf­ 
fer because of beliefs. 
Many m er­ 
chants are skeptical; few have confi­ 
dence in the efficiency of advertising 
and its ability to produce results. 
It 
ts because men hate progress, not so 
much because of their antagonism to 
progress in itself, but because they 
have inertia. 
The man who doesn't 
mow his subject, is not up-to-date in 
is m atter, is not fit to be in the pro- 
ssion. 
He is like the surgeon who 
rform s a criminal operation—he is 
drawback to the rest of the profes­ 
sion. 
“Advertising to bring results 
must 
be persistent and be followed up. Six­ 
ty per cent, of the business failures 
recorded annually are due to the fact 
that the man advertised a little and 
failing to secure results, gave it up 
Just when he should have put more 
money Into it 
“Statistics,” said Mr. Balmer .show 
that it is only the man who advertises 
IS consecutive months who forges 
ahead of his competitors. 
You won’t 
find a physician allowing a patient to 
take merely one dose of a prescription. 
Why? He realizes that one dose will 
do no good. 
He Insists upon the pa­ 
tient taking the whole prescription or 
none at all. 
The same principle ap­ 
plies to advertising. 
“If we look back through history we 
"till find that every good and beautiful 
thing has at one time or another been 
under the ban. Advertising is Just be­ 
ginning to come into its own. 
Mer­ 
chants are finally accepting the doc­ 
trine that is the most forceful and 
greatest medium of distribution the 
world knows.” 
Mr. Balmer made a strong plea for 
clean advertising. He said: 
“It is the only kind of advertising 
th at pays. 
It may not pay you at first 
but In the long run if you adhere to 
this principle you will win out over all 
competitors. Never accept an unclean 
ad. Honesty is always the best policy. 
If honesty didn’t pay people wouldn’t 
be honest. 
The unclean advertiser is 
rapidly losing ground and if he doesn’t 
take warning now and bar fakes and 
fakers, the day is coming when Uncle 
Sam will take a hand in the m atter 
and force him to clean up.”

As a gen eral thing the pail-fed calf 
suffers from neglect and w ant of suf­ 
ficient feed of the proper character, 
but there Is no secret to success in 
rearing calves on skimmilk and sup­ 
plementary feed when it is combined 
with judicious management. 


Sheep Feeding Rack. 


lambs in March will reap the benefit 
of higher prices then than can be ob­ 
tained later. 
It is all right to feed roughage to 
sheep on the ground but as a rack can 
be so easily and cheaply constructed 
it is much better to feed from them. 
My feed troughs are made of three 
boards eight feet long. 
The bottom 
one is ten inches wide and the sides 
six inches, I scatter the oats thinly 
In these troughs and the sheep cannot 
get a large mouthful. 
Thus better 
mastication of the grain is secured 
than if the sheep were permitted to

yard or on the ground if it is frozen, 
but when the ground is not frozen, I 
feed a little entire grain, mostly oats, 
to the breeding ewes. 
On our own farm this year, we are 
running them in the cornfields. 
At 
first sight this may seem to 
be a 
hazardous proposition to both sheep 
and grain, but such is not the case. 
We have considerable corn land so 
that we are pasturing it only at the 
rate of one head to the acre. 
There 
is very little down corn and the sheep 
go up and down the rows picking the 
tender shoots of weeds that come up 
despite the best of cultivation, eating 
off the lower blades of corn and doing 
much good to the corn itself, regard­ 
less of the benefit to the sheep. 
As a preventive to them eating the 
grain, though 
they never have ac­ 
quired the habit, we feed a 
small 
amount of oats at the barns every 
morning and night. 
Our object in 
feeding grain is two-fold. 
To keep 
them in good flesh and to get them to 
come to the barns morning and night 
for the inspection of the ram. 
An acre of rape too is very good. 
Bow seven or eight pounds per acre. 


Use for Mares. 
A Missouri farm er recently sold a 
two-year and a three-year-old mule 
for $48. 
T heir dam was a large but 
rather sm ooth boned mare nine years 
old, who had been incapacitated for 
hard work by an accident In a barbed 
wire fence. 
She will probably con­ 
tinue to be a good breeder for several 
years.

MULE IS BECOMING POPULAR 


Animals Are 
U s e d More on Thorough­ 
fares of Large Cities— Handle 
Colts Carefully. 


If you breed the horses to strong, 
vigorous sires, that is the sort of off­ 
spring you may expect; If you breed 
to the other sort, you may expect 
“some other aort” of an offspring. 
While crushed corn aud cob meal 
is an excellent ration for the horses, 
It is apt to produce gastric colic, un­ 
less something else is fed along with 
It, such as oats, bran or oil meal, 
to act as a laxative for the cob fiber, 
which is a trifle difficult to digest. 
The Missouri mule is becoming a 
popular draft animal on the thor­ 
oughfares of the large cities. 
He is 
tough, eats less than a horse of the 
same weight, and sells for around 


$300. 
Handle the colts as much as possi­ 
ble during the winter and as careful­ 
ly. 
The 
most 
marked 
feature 
of 
the horse’s intelligence is its mem­ 
ory, and the handling given the colt 
in early life will always be remember­ 
ed, and if it has been of the right sort 
ill ald in the “breaking.” 


The rooting hog needs som ething 
besides rings. 
Cholera usually affects the younger 
pigs and hogs first. 
It pays to breed horses only when 
a good sire Is used. 
The dem and for high class m utton 
is rapidly increasing. 
Keep no useless stock through the 
winter to eat up the profits.

If a hog trough is always full of 
feed, it becomes uninviting to th e most 
greedy.

farms,

where this legume will 
yield enorm ­ 


o u s l y , and for hogs there is nothing 
better. 
One thing strongly in favor 
it is the hogs can harvest the crop 
themselves and get just as much bene­ 
fit from the nuts as they could if they 
were harvest by man and fed to them. 
In a test at A rk a n s a s experiment 
station, in comparison with corn one- 
l'ourth of an acre of peanuts produced 
313 pounds of pork, when the same 
area in corn produced but 109 pounds 
of pork. 
Tt will thus be seen that this 
test showed a difference of nearly 300 
p e rc e n t in favor of peanuts. 
The A labam a experiment station in­ 
vestigated the relative value of cow­ 
peas, peanuts, rape, chufas, sorghum 
and sweet potatoes for hog 
pasture, 
and found the average 
amount of 
grain required with pasture to make 
a pound of pork was: 
W it h cowpeas, 
3.0" pounds of grain; with peanuts, 
1.77; with chufas, 2.30 rape., 2.68; with 
sweet potatoes 3.13; with sorghum, 
3.70.

IO pounds gained 503 pounds 
in six weeks on peanut pasture alone. 
Another ex periment at the Arkansas 
station showed 
that live Tamworth 
hogs aggregating 895 bounds were 
pastured twenty days on

days they weighed 1,124 pounds, m ak­ 
ing a gain of 229 pounds—45.8 per 
hog. 
T h i s was an 
average gain of 
2.29 pounds per day for each hog. 
Peanuts will produce large crops 
on sandy land; they stand drouth re­ 
markably 
well, 
seldom 
making 
a 
failure. 
The feeding 
value of both 
the nuts and the vines is well known. 
The v in e s are equally to alfalfa ar.d 
the nuts are rich in protein and fat. 
Peanuts are sometimes planted af­ 
ter oats, wheat or rye; they may fol­ 
low a crop of Irish potatoes. 
Some 
farmers plant peanuts in corn at the 
last plowing and graze the 
plants 
after the corn has been gathered. 
Every farm 
in T e xa s should have 
a few acres of this crop.

they contain the proper amount of 
moisture, these soils are packed well 
by harrow ing immediately after plow­ 
ing. 
They should be cultivated so as 
to keep the surface cloddy or slightly 
corrugated. 
This will tend 
to keep 
the soil from blowing, and will also 
keep the surface in condition to take 
in moisture when it comes. 
L ig h t soil should be listed in the 
fall to prevent blowing. 
The lister 
furrows should be made at right an­ 
gles to the prevailing winds. 
In the 
early spring they should be disced to 
keep the surface in condition to take 
in the rains. 
It may also be necessary 
to harrow occasio nally with a drag 
harrow to keep the weeds down. 
And 
if a heavy rain comes before planting 
time the disc should be used again. 
K a f ir and milo and feterita should 
be planted after the ground is warm. 
This time may come much earl ier some 
years than others. 
T h e plowed land should be planted 
with a 
planter 
drill-using special 
plates for each kind of seed. 
The 
holes in tile 
plate should just be 
large enough for two 
seeds to go 
through at a time, and tile hole should 
be arranged so as to drop a hill every 
twelve to twenty-four inches according 
to the strength of the soil and the pro­ 
bable supply of moisture. 
The rows 
should be 3 1-2 feet 
ap art, whether 
listed or planted with a corn planter. 
There are about eight hundred of 
milo in one ounce of good seed. 
This 
makes 12,800 grains in one pound. 
One pound of milo seed is enough to 
plant one acre by planting one grain 
in every foot of row, when the rows 
are three and one-half feet apart. 
If 
three seeds are planted 
in each hill 
three pounds will be sufficient. 
K a fi r corn seeds weighs about one 
ounce for each 1,000 to 1,200 and fet­ 
erita weighs about one ounce for each 
900 to 1,000. 
S o a slightly smaller 
hole in the planter 
plate should be 
used when planting kafir then when 
planting milo or feterita. 
If one head containing one pound 
of seed is produced on each foot of 
row, a yield of fifteen 
bushels per 
acre will be grown. 
If the season is 
a dry one, thin planting is certainly 
sure to make a crop than thick plant­ 
ing. 
Tn districts where drought usu­ 
ally prevails, it will be best to 
plant 
kaffir and milo hills about two feet 
apart in the row. Then, if the season 
is dry, the plants will have a chance 
to make heads. 
But, if moisture is 
abundant, each plant will throw up 
suckers which will bear heads and in­ 
crease the
